GEN, DADCOCK BUSTAINED BY THE PRASIDENT.

The following letter from the President to
Senator Nye, chairman of the select commit.
tee appointed to investigate the charges in
the memorial of Davis Hatch, fully exonerates
General Baboock from all charges of having
gone beyond his orders in the negotiation o
the San Domingo treaty: —

ixpcuTive Maxsion, Wasmizaron, D, O,

June 27, 1870—8ir:—In reply to your letter
of to-day 1 am plessed to inform you that
General Baboook did not exceed my wishes or
my verbal instructions to him in connection
with the confidential basis. General Babeock
wis sent to Ban Domingo to ascertain
so far a8 he could the wishes of the Domini-
can people and Government with reapect to
snnexation to the United States. If he found
them favorable he was directed to ascertain
the terms on which they desired annexation.

He brought the confidential basis, which
was not binding or intended to be binding
upon either Government, unless each saw
fit to continue the negotiations. It centains
& clanse making it null and void unless
sccepted and carried into effect.

1 also directed the Becretary of the Navy
to send by General Babeock such instructions
to the commanding officer of the United
States steamer Seminole as wounld direct him
to seize the Telegrafo if found on the high
seas, and send har té saltimore for tdjudlca-
tion, she having interfered with our mer-
chant shipping. In transferring these in-
struoctions to the commanding officer of the

Tuscarora, Babeoek did no more
than was his duaty.
